erations of vital importance are, how- 
ever, overlooked. 

“First: The fuel controller's au- 
thority is limited. His order prohib- 
iting Sunday sales had in view the 
conservation of gasoline for war pur- 
poses, The rescinding of that order 
means only that the crisis is past and 
conservation is no longer necessary, 
therefore, so far as the interests -he 
represents are concerned, there is libs 
erty to sell on the Lord’s Day. His 
action in uo way affects nor cau affect 
the Lord’s Day Act. Why, then, were 
Sunday sales permitted before the 
prohibition of the fuel controjler? 
Because some authorities goucerned 
in the enforcement of the Lérd’s Day 
Act regarded the sale of gasoline ov 
Sunday as necessary. We have bad, 
however, new light upon the question. 
It has been demonstrated not only 
that it is unnecessary to sell on Sun- 
day but that motorists could make 
provision for Monday by purchasing 
on Saturday and they did so provide. 
In other words, the case is reopened 
because new and convincing testimony 
is available. What we and others 
have always believed is now proven. 
Thanks to the fuel controller it has 
been made clear that it ie no more 
necessary to sell gasoline on Sunday 
than the food for man and beast 
required for that day. 

“If this be the case, then Sunday 
sales of gasoline are still illegal not- 
withstanding the rescinding of the 
fuel controller's order, ;

During the month of 
September this department presented 
its tour agency scheme for the benefit 
of men shortly to go on leave to 8200 
men in the various camps in England. 
It received and replied to 2399 appli- 
cation blanks from men iu the camps 
and hospitals due to go on leave. Its 
representatives met 8403 men at the 
London railway stations ‘and directed 
them to hotels or to points outside 
the city. ‘The department directly 
served in this way 12,151 men, advis- 
ing them as to where to go on leave, 
how to get there, where to leave their 
kite, where to spend the night and 
where to go for further information. 
ln the larger centers of Great Britain 
these men would be weleomed, guided 
and directed by local consuls repre- 
senting the Leave Department.

London. — Generally the condition 
of Canadians repatriated is bette: 
than expected. The men mostly look 
fairly well fed. The chief complaint 
is the lack of boots and many -are 
footsore. Altogether about 300 Cana- 
dians have been brought out of Ger- 
many, being men who were marshal- 
led and forwarded by the German 
authoritics.- There must be others not 
in regular prison camps, but working 
behind the lines. 

Directly the news of the armistice 
came, German troops told the prison- 
er laborers to clear out. Some made 
for Holland and Belgium and, being 
without money and lacking clothing 
and boots, may have died by the 
wayside, 
be known of many of these poor fel- 
ows. It is further learned that the 
attitude of the German civilians to- 
wards the Canadians has been good 
people feeding them on their jour- 
neys. In some cases, where food was 
stored ready for the retreating Huns, 
it was given our men.
